ON MACKENZIE’S TRAIL TO THE POLAK SEA

LONG the fifty-sixth parallel of inti- 
tude in Canada, from the Rocky 
. Mountains to Labrador. stretches 
the last American frontier. North of this 
Slowly advancing border extends a vast, 
unexploited wilderness, one- ‘third as large 
as the United States; im which there ts 
neither highway nor railroad, Flowing 
northward through this region into the 
Arctic Ocean ts the great Mackensie River 
system, with its far-reaching lakes and 
rivers distributed over a vast wateratierd. 
Ranking second m size to the Mississtppt 
River system in North America, this ts the 
Arctic highway (see map, page t 32). 
During eight months of the year the 
waters of the Mackenzie River system are 
blocked by ice. In the few remaining 
months of open water the year's supplies 
for the inhahitants of the region must he 
transported to the distant posts scattered 
alung the lakes and rivers to the Arctic 
Qecan, A few steamboats handle the bulk 
of the trafic. Away from the traveled 
routes, the airplane overshadows the an- 






cient supremacy of the canoe.* 


UP NORTH SOMEWHERE A MAP ENTICES 


Great activity prevailed at the end ot 
steel on the Clearwater River, in northern 
Mberta, as Dr, George Kebee and [ stowed 
three ménths’ supplies of hard-tack and 
hacen into aur canoe for our 1,800-mile

voyage tothe Arctic Ocean. Northbounrl, 

Mounted Police, prospectors, traders, trap- 
pers, tiissionarics, and towrists swarmed 
the river front at Waterways, all haunted 
ly the neal for baste. 

While Doctor Kebee protestingly fur- 
nished a luncheon for the mosqititoes, | 
lancer] at that colorful enchantress, a men- 
emmap. Amonth before it ined encour- 
agingly invited us to have a look at the 
Arctic Ocean. Not that 1 wanted to see 
the ocean, It was the route leading there 
that interested me. 

Tn the next three months we were to 
traverse wind-swept lakes, descend the 
treacherous rapids of the Slave, cut through 
the Arctic Circle, cross the snowy piers 
of the northern Rockies, anil 3 thrimeh 
the territories of seven semicivilized fe 
dian nations still dependent for existence 
upon the uncertain harvest of the fisheries 
andl the chase. 

Tt was late afternoon on June 20 when 
we swung down the limpidl Clearwater to 
the juncture with the sediment-laden Atha- 
haskea, whose waters form America’s moet 
southerly feeder of the Arctic Ocean, Fred 
hy the frozen beds of the Columbia Tce 
Field,* the Athabaska here appeared to 
Doctor Rebee comparable to the St. Law- 
rence, but it proved shallow. Everywhere 
out paddle fabled sand,

When Mackenzie explored this region 
he groped for days in fog, amid broken 





Hoes, searching for the entrance to the 
river, His Indians, bailing tor their lives 
with a copper kettle in heavy ‘swells, 
threatened: to kill for hts Whore the 
enide whem they had forced to accompnt 
them, 

Our Indian pilot did not meet with 
threats from us, for we were nll very Com 
fortable on the Iauich. As boffilo flies 
baarded the launch, the euice san we were 
nearing the mouth of the Mackensie, 

Amoase splashed across the shallows at 
Brahant Tslincd, at the cuthet to Great Slave 
Lake. Riding a seething current, we e4- 
nied above a level plain the Mounted Police 
harracks, the Catholic mission, onl the 
trading posts of Providence. ‘The Slaves 
here are still the tiinerant people of more 
than a hundred years uso, While the 
natives to the south hiild cabins, these In- 
hans are born, live, and die in their native 
tepees and brush canrpes 

On the moming of Stinday, July ar, 
we dropped downstream from Providenee

AtS o'clock we embarked in heavy break- 
ers and at sundown were camped under a 
etill, cloudless sky on the beach at Wrigley, 
in the shadow of Roch-qiut-trempe-aT cat, 
the most distinctive landowrk in the Mac- 
kenzie basin above Norman. The con- 
fined river, looky tip from Wreley, with 
tiant mountains in the background, pre- 


sented willl anc subline scenery, 

Wrigley was a desolate spot, for it is 
active only during the winter. A post 
trader there fed usa cookies and ontfer at 
the Hrueist nt 4 Bay establishment. 

We departed trom Wrigley at 3 a. 1. 
with the sun still behind the Pranklin 
Mountains. ‘The bornt forests had been 
replaced with flowering fireweer thant ermal: 
them gorgeous, [ird songs gave o clr 
to the soltude, 
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Abore this witke dtretcl of the Mackenzie the doughty trapper nonchalantly tock his dary and 
two trader canoes through a-secthing torrent. The aothor appreciated i 


be paddied down the same cotrse. 


The downstream breese freshened anil 
the canoe, order sail, lew before it like a 
wild thing. ‘That night, at the mouth of 
the Saline, two scrawny and enmaciated) Tn- 
(ans towed three canocs upstream. In the 
canoes Were five reclining. Indians who 
doxed contentedly while they awaited their 
shift at the Ime. Down the Saline Valley 
A cok) wind breathed on our camp, as-if 
coming from a. snow field.

THE DOCTOR SAYS GOUD-nVE: 


We camped on the ragged beach at Nor- 
man that might. It was our last hivonac 
together, for Doctor Rebce was compelled

tiniversity work. He began packing his 
bag te depart upstream by steamboat. 1 
was determined to go on and cross the 
northern Rackies te Fort Yuen. 

The Doctor bade me good-bye Augtist 5,

Just as the Doctor was boatding the 
steambeat, hewever, I bach the good for- 
tune to gain another camparion, Hans, 2 
raver by nature and a trapper by voentiqrs, 
caine in front Sitipsen, riding his large 
dory and towing two canoes, Refreshing 
asa broere astray in the heat of the north 
ern siminer, lie hi tched his boat toon Si 
and his three degre to rocks and assume 
the oir of one fully encamped. 

After we iad agreed to travel to the 
delta together, Hans, witheayt tuking off 
his cap, curled up ina rageed blanket on 
the beach and went to sleep, He was a 
man alter mv own heart. 

Hans said the only difference between 
the rice he ate and that which his clogs ate 
was that he put raising in his, He always 
toed tomoke the dogs believe he was eat— 
ing the same grub, lest they complain too 
much. To celebrate our alliance. [ mantu- 
factured some pancakes which Mans ile- 
clared the best he had ever eaten. 1] bliusher 
with modesty. But T soon found that 
Hans was willing to ent anything, sleep in 
any place, and complain abowt nothing.

To the northward lay the Arctic coast 
stress a hundred miles of low deltas islands, 
the undisputed heritage of the -skimo. 


TO: BE-ALOAT, WITH NATURE Tp JOY 


This wis an biy moment forme. There 
was no life to be seen—only that life | hiaal 
come to know in the wind that chilled me 
and in the sum that gave warmth. In the 
silence | could hear mv watch tickinyy loud, 
To the westward loomed) the snow-capped 
Rockies, the batter my canoe-cramperl 
legs were to compier in crossing to the 
waters of the Porcupine. 

Shortly after noon Tartived acthe mouth 
of the Peel, which shares with the Mac- 
kenziea commondelta, Theaderd upstream 
28 tniles for McPherson. A few miles 
above the mouth | stopped at a Peel village 
Where most of the population seemed to be 
children. | 

A thrill of conquest swept through me 
the next afternoon as-T sail into Me- 
Pherson, Formerly, until superseded by 
Akhiwik, it was the end of the run for 
river boats, It was here that T bad de- 
cided to forsake my canoe aml cross the 
Rockies, through mountain streams and 
swampy tundra, to the waters af the Yu- 
kon—ao decision so punctured by trisgiv- 
ings that T hurriedly sold my canoe and 
engaged a Loucheux guide for fear T 
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might change my mind. My right knee 
had been injured in Japara tew. years be- 
fore and would stand no undue exertion 
without becoming swollen and pumful. 
Judging from accounts of the hardships of 
the overland top, | wae sircady 23 good os 
hearted. | 

THE PAINFUL TEER RECINS 

A whileboat transported us across the 
river Apriist 22, aad Abe Try guide, loaded 
our packs on four dogs. To made my 60- 
potmncd pack tp alter a picture froma Na- 
TioNaAL GHookarHic M.acaZzinE showme 
a Korean carrying live pigs to market. The 
trail ran through a worl, then secross a 
titra eg to the base of-a hill, where 
we camped for the might near a small 
stream, Abraham seemed morose and un- 
friendly, but he pave mea large caribou 
steale that the Indians had contrib ter| as 
postage stumps for same letters [ was 
cirrying to Old Crow for them, | 

The next morning, though Abe objected, 
we ascentled a eerics of rolling hills, where 
wet willows soon increased the weight of 
our packs anc soaked our clothmg. A int- 
ter. sleet laden wind swept the open ridees, 
and I was soon encased ina sheet of ice. 
While Abe Lunentel and rested, prociaim- 
me “Te ts dane," I] galloped about, trying to 
keep the inside temperature of my clothes 
above freezing. 

Abraham dragged the dogs, with their 
packs on, across two swollen mountam 
streanis ao deep that ther noses stuck out 
of the water like periscopes, vet he attrih- 
uted all the water collected chairing the day 
to the wet willows. 

As we approached McDougall Pass a 
splendid vista of rolling, mossy plains and 
showy mauntains loomed ahead. My legs 
twisted on the moss chimps and my lett 
knee began jabbing me with pams that 
grew steadily worse. T withdrew most of 
my sympathy from the strugeling dos asd 
bestowed it onaayself. “Phe dogs stragelecd 
into camp that night broken-hearted and 
howling in protest. 

CALAMITY DEPALLS THE GUIDE 

With Indian obtseness, Abraham was 
not merciful to his dogs. He hail almost 
choked one to death, draggme it along the 
trail when it wis too weak to continue. 
As the dog lay im the trail, its companions 
leaped onit with bared fangs to tear it to 
pieces, 
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That night Abraham set-aside his primi- 
tive alooiness for a- little while, when be 
showed me his new pair of socks with the 
heels cut out. He explained thar hrs littic 
dauzoter hack cut them aut for doll ens. 
\s dusk tell the temperature dropped to 
ireczeine. The next morning Abe was in 
ecrmaternation He hac hone his 
tiers upon a wilhiw tree dering the 
night and the wind bald blown them imto 
the creek, “Maybe they co down to visit 
my wite at MePhersion,” he snid.

For some 1.600 miles the Route Cote- 
niale No, 1 threads its way through thick 
jungles, numberless widespreading rmce 
pling, and up and down the hills along 
the picturesque coastline, from the Sia- 
mese frontier tothe Chinn Gateway, _ 

Althoweh this route has been of farrly 
recent construction under the French en- 
lonial program, mach of it was but the 
widening and reconditioning of the old 
Mandarin Rood. Down this rovte once 
trarched the power and culture of China's

The Chamand Khmer civilizations have 
long since crimmbled, andl in the latter half 
of the last century the Manehus were 
forced to relinquish whatever claims they 
thay have had to suzerainty over the An- 
nomese thrate when the French estab- 
lished colomial protectorates over the sev- 
eral provinces.

The rubber is shipped tn almest exteal 
quantities to Singapore and to France, 
while a small portion gies to Japan. 

Aiter skirting plantations; drv rice fields, 
areas of jungle and! wodeveloped land, we 
drew uypiat the village of Phan Thiet, built 
on the wind-swept sated heaps along the 
scncoast (sec page 170). 

Phan Thiet ad ventiais its industry and 
does it strongly. [ts business ts fishing. 
The village is noted for the preparation of 
an evil-smelling fish sauce whieh is shipped 
jar and wide in Indo-China as a condiment 
to favor the universal rice-ancd-curry diet 
of the people. It ig a powerful piroeluet, 
bur tone can endere the odor ling enotgh 
to visit the fishing boats along the water 
fromt. ene eres it being packed into small 
jars and loaded for shipping. ‘The bonts, 
tony, are interesting because of the brightly 
painted spit shrmes on thet prows, in

nhave the plain, throteh stinds of fra- 
rant pines and past beautiful waterfalls, 

Allaleng the way, as soon as one is well 
ap an the hills, one sees the Mot. trities- 
people plodding along with heavy baskets 
strapperl to their shoulders. or perhaps 
with great bundles of thatch grass or wood 
on their backs and heads: 

The men wear nothing above their waists 
save, perhaps, strings of neck beads, and 
very litthe helaw (see Color Plate VITY. 
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The women wear only striped knee-length 


skirts, plenty of beads around their necks, 


bracelets, and coils of brass wire lhetween 
their ankles nnd knees. Because of the 
altitude of the plateats, the men on cool 
mornings keep their blankets wrapper! 
aroimd their shoulders and the wamen 
usually don blouses: 

As an aid to their beauty, many of the 
worren Folk slit the ear lobes ane pit in edils 
of cane or wooden disks of ever-inercasing 
Stee, Wn the lols are stretched to diam- 
eters of from threr to five inches: then, 
as age comes on, they take the disks ont 
and hang metal coils in the dangling lobes, 
which may reach os much as a foot in 
length, 

Sone 200,000 0f these primitive Moi 
people itve in this ome mountain range ail 
about a half mnllion in all Indo-China, 
These who do met constantly move from 
one place to another, living in trees or in 
temporary jungle shelters, have thatched 
hore an the crests of the hills (see ‘Coler 
Plate XV}, 

The term Moi is applied by the Anna- 
mese toll the till folk in Indi-China, 
whether they be the half-naked pedple 
around Dalat or the turbaned and high- 
batted primitives of upper Laos, who re- 
semble cur mip caricature, 

These hill people are divided into se 
er chief groups and linguistic subdivi- 
stuns, numbering in all some 36 languaves 
or chalects. | 

The homes of the Moi-arcuml Dalat are 
long. stat hambeo buildings, with a sin- 
gle apening, a low doorway in the middle 
of one side. The narrow rooms, some 
tines 200: feet in length, have littl furni- 
ture, hut conspietous are the mony large 
jars of rite wine standing in rows along 
the walls, The cooking is dant over open 
fires, in the dingy, soot-filled rooms, the 
smoke acting.asa mosquito exterminator.

There are titel priestesses who make 
sacrifices to the zod of the soil every sev- 
enth year, receive offerings, and offer ex- 
platery prayers anil gifts for the mtseeeds 
of the village. 

Sacrifices are made tu various gods antl 
fenit, tmy shrines are placed beside the 
paths leading to thetr villages, atl in other 
ways one sees that spirits rule the lives of 
the Man.

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ALONG THE OLD MANDARIN ROAD OF INDO-CHINA 


Sixty miles by motor road or railway 
across the pkiin from Flanot is Haiphong, 
the commercial outlet to the sea for Ton- 
kin, Province anid for Yunnanfu, China. 
This Aourishing port town of 75,000. in- 
habitants is situnted on the river 13 miles 
from the sea and was built at great ex- 
pense on former rite swamps. 

From Haiphong we tnotere! up the const 
to Hongay, the shipping point for exten- 
sive conl-mining districts, Some of the 
deposits are thick surface veins, and hun- 
driis of coclies are employed im mitime 
aperitions in the vast open amphitheaters 
of black onal (see pape TSS). 





A PANTASTIC CRUESE 


At Hongay we chartered a senall sail- 
boat, the Paaletle, equipped with an ausal- 
lary moter, with which to visit the rack- 
strewn Baie d'Along. We leit cores be- 
hinet and ecrtsed into a fantastic world. 
Racing under a strong monsoon breeze, we 
skirted in and out among a fleet of hun- 
dreds.of matting-sailed fishing boats which 
were dragging their nets in the open bay. 

We then passed antong the great rock 
formations pointing fingerlike to the sky. 
Thiwsatils of the perpendicular Hestane 
islets rise sheer out of the blue water 
throughout the Baie d'Alene and the Baie 
Fai Tst Leng to the verth., They formthe 
heal decorations which dangle at the back 
of our map wonan’s long-peaked femd+ 
dress (see page 184). 

Nature ian played strange tricks here. 
There are bridyes with the arches jist 
nhove the water, numerous narrow, hidden 
wilets and meiny grottoes among the racks, 
What a place for old Chinese pirates! 

For hours we ¢ruised inthe mayie faire 
land, plaving hide and seek among the 
myrnid gray rock towers of a thousand 
fanciul forms; util myhtiall enveloped 
us: Nowhere else in all the world have | 
experienced a crue so delight tially unreal, 

We spent the night on board the Prin- 
reese Turandot, n teconilitioned Chinese 
junk anchorel near the Isle of Surprise, 
where we were served! fresh fish from the 
sea and enjoyed cold plunges in the in- 
vigorating water.

start. So, while the mechanic tinkered, | 
lay on the deck with my head propped, on 
a ctilef rope and, schoolbovlike, stretched 
my lees over the edge'and let amy bore feet 
dangle in the water, while Im my diy- 
dreams | peopled the rock castles about 
me.

From this sea path, where junks from 
China have long plied their trade, where 
pirates hove furked, and even now do a bit 
of surreptitious smtgyling, we lett on-our 
final stage for the Gate of Chinn on the 
oli land route, | 

At Bac Ninh we camit again tothe Route 
Coloniale No, 1, after the. Haiphong and 
Baie d'Alone detour, and then motored 
northward, through -garilens and jungle 
tirelches, into the red-clay hills, past the 
military post of Lang Son, and on to the 
Indo-China border. | | 

The ‘Tonkinese people cling ta the wee, 
flat delim regions, leaving the ull districts 
to be cultivated by the hlge-clad Tho tribes- 
men. The The are a branch of the preat 
Tai race, to which belong the Shans, Lao, 
Siamese, and numerous groups of stiuth- 
erty, Yiinnan, (sec Color Mate XV). 

On the ever-winding toad, some 13 miles 
beyond Lang Son, we rounded)a curve, ati 
hefareus stood the “Parte de Chime,” wath 
its stone walls, like stindus Chinese drag- 
ons, mounting the hills on each side (see 
Color Plate A VT). 

Less than half a century has eclipsed 
since, the Annamese soverdign last sent 
mandarins beatmy tributary pitts te the 
Miintchu capital and pleaded for the -mik- 
tary assistance which the “Block Flags," 
nuirching through this gateway, later trie!

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THE, ISLAND OF NIAS, AT THE EDGE OF 
THE WORLD 


By Manexn Cook Coxe 


N OA ALAP of the world. the island 
of Nias isa orere dotoff the west 
f cast of Summtra. On o chart of 


the Dutch East Indies, it is nearly an inch 
long. In reality it 15 about Bo ales in 
length—oiles whieh seemed to stretch out 
lenger and longer as we made our way up 
hills and down valleys from one end of the 
land to the other. | 

This bit of Inne is quite apart from the 
rest of the world. ‘Neither wireless nor 
cable connects it with civilization, and only 
when the becastinal boat calle docs it have 
brief contact with other lands. Yet here 
fourished an ancient civilization, reports 
of which lured ts 15,000 miles across the 
TS. | | 

The north end of the island is rather 
harren dnd wininteresting, and at times our 
ardor was: somewhat weakened by the im- 
tense heat, hard-baked trails, which were 
steep and slippery, and the meagerness of 
food and shelter. But all these hardships 
were forgotten when we reached the rich 
cities in the south, and we were lost in ad- 
miration of this present-day example of a 
long-age civilization. 


TRIBAL CHIETS WEAK COATS OF GOLD 


Centuries ago, adventure and possibly 
chipwreck brought inhabitants to these 
shores; and here, cut off from the world 
through generations, these peaple devel- 
oped thetr own laws, their own ort 
methods of wartare. | 

Here primitive people built great cities 
with paved streets, carved cniormims stones 
where ghosts of their ancestors are wont 
to-sit :and here, even to-day, warriors wear 
metal armor, while their chiefs have coats 
af gold dedicated to tse by human sacrifice. 
Yet comparatively few people have ever 
heated of the tehaned of Nias. 

Tt their early trade with the Spice Is- 
lands, European ships sought the sheltered 
waters along the east coast of Sumatra, 
passing through the Strait ot Malacea; 
anc to-day this: saime route is tiken by the 
richly laden ships plying between the East 
and the West. Only one Europest line 
ventures along Sunimtra’s west eoust: and 
passengers, if they sight Nias at all, see 


aot 


enly another amnvall istind! of forest-covered 
minntains, and ttth dream that this is the 
“Tsland ef Gold.” 

The first mention of Nias appears tm the 
writings of the Mohatumedan merchant 
Soléyman in A: D851. He tells us that 
the people-are rich in gold; that they eat 
coconuts and cover their bodies with the 
oil: that when a man wishes to marry he 
must tike the head of an enemy. [ff he 
takes two heads, he may take two wives; 
if he obtains 50, he may have that many 
WIVES. | 

In manuscripts of later periads, chiefly 
Arabic, occasional trefetences are made to 
thisisland, Ancient maps locate an Island 
of Gold near the present site of Nins, and 
the Portuguese in 1520 o1uthtted an unsuc- 
cessftl expedition to search for tt. 

Except foraminor visits, Nins attracte:! 
little attention from the Dutel until the 
middle of the nineteenth century, when they 
established stations at several pomts in 
the north aml south. Bur Nature came to 
the aid of unfttendly natives in keeping the 
island isulated.. In 1861 a series of earth- 

uakes, accompanied by a grent tidal wave, 

cetroverd the const settlements, and a little 
luter uprisings drove the Dutch from the 
préater part of the island. It isonly during 
the last 20 years that the white man has 
really ruled the land. 

We left Padang, Sumatra, on a supply 
steamer. which stops at the north end of 
Nias on its monthly trip to Achm and at 
the south end on ite return. After two 
nights and a day, we landed at Goenceng 
Sitohi, a pretty little village with a palm- 
fringed beach, and a5 we stood watching 
eur vessel steam away, we realized thatour 
last connection with the outside workd was 
broken,

Ancestors are not dead, according to the 
Nias idea.

Madrid's outstandmg feature is the great 
avenue, Gran Avenida de la Libertad, one 
of the finest boulevards in all Earope, bet- 
ter known by its three divistuns—l’aseo 
del Prado, Paseo de Recoletos, and Pasen 
de la Castellana—separated only by plazas 
adornel with fouttains and statues, 

The most imposing of the governmen- 
tal palaces, imustums, and hotels fice this 
noble boulevard, which tunes north to south 
along the epstern edge of the city.
